the service and sale of water to its patrons, having a direct connection with the

water mains hereinafter described, said settlements to be made on the 1st day of

January cf each year until all of said amount is paid, and said company to quit-

claim to the city all of its rights and interest in and to said water mains and

the easements thereof , said water mains being of the quantity and size of water

pipes and on the streets and public ways, as follows:

Harper

that he felt the Council would be willing to make the extension of sewer line

as originally agreed upon by the old Council at 5°# per foot for the main line

and 350 for laterals, provided he would put the money up in advance. Dr. Harper

was not agreeable to this proposition, ae he claimed that the old Council had

agreed to make the extension , payable when the work was completed.
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
